The Board of Governors and its Executive 
, Committee met January 19, 1973. 


+ PRIORITIES SET 
Board members established a priority list 
* of studies to be made on matters concerning the 
University. Some of the topics on the 
* preliminary list related to matters dealt with 
, by the Board in recent years; others, to policy 
decisions likely to be required in the near 
future. 
The first priority, already under way, is 
* to make known to the University community 
the existing budgetary process and its 
‘ implications in salary negotiations and 
program priorities, and to set up a model 
for future budgetary decision-making. 


VOLUME NINE, NUMBER THIRTY 


MAX WYMAN, President, has met with the 
members of individual faculty councils, deans, 
directors, chairmen, and students to explain 
what procedures were followed in the past and 
to solicit opinions on what decision-making 
process should be used in determining 
distribution of the 1973-74 Operating Budget. 

The second priority will be to study and 
make a proposal on the division of the 
operating grant by the Universities Commission. 

The third study will be an appraisal of a 
relationship between the University and the 
Department of Advanced Education, proposed 
by w. D. NEAL (Vice-President, Planning and 
Development). 

The Board also will study the need for 
student services (housing, health, and 
counselling), a model for student tuition fees, 
amendments to The Universities Act, and an 
appraisal of the research institutes on campus.
